2. At 5*30 A.M. on 3 July, eight tanks and 30 to 35 truoks, ooming from the 
east entered the Flak and Adler casernes in Doeberitz. At 5:30 AJi, on 
4 July, nine truoks with six or seven 120 mm mortars entered Altes Lag er 
and 11 truoks with light AT guns entered the Adler Kaserne. 2

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A train with guns and trucks of the 12th Guards Tank Division was seen in 
Bueh at 5 P # M. on 6 July* The shipment had probably come from the Berlin 
area. 

A train carrying elements of the 4th AT Artillery Brigade was seen at the 
Stralsund railroad station on 10 July* 

On 2 July, 25 T-34 tanks of the 14th Guards Mechanized Division were seen 
proceeding toward Klein Beuthen, coming from the direction of Jueterbog* 
Telephone lines were laid by G0FG vehicles along the Klein Beuthen-Siethen 
road. About 500 infantrymen were seen in the woods between Siethen and 

Ludwigsfelde.^ 

Soviet families were sent away from luebben on 25 and 26 June. 

The two barracks installations in Eberswalde were ocoupied to oapacity 
on 4 July. 

Tanks, guns and motor vehicles of the 1st Mechanized Division were loaded 
at the Berlin-Schoeneweide railroad station at 10:30 P.M* on 11 July. 
During the night of 11 July, two large columns with more than 400 motor 


vehicles, at least 70 field and AT guns and 25 armored scout cars of the 

1st Mechanized Division were seen leaving Berlin toward Wassmannsdorf , via 
25X1 X - ’ i 

Schoenefeld.

9. Welzow airfield was observed to be vacated on 29 June and 7 July. 

10. Cottbus airfield was vacated by the Soviets ; the 70 to SO MIG-15’ s there 
had left the airfield.^

Comments : 



1. It is believed that the trains dispatched on 27 and 29 June also went to Kowel* 

2* All the vehicles were identified as belonging to the 1st Mechanized Division* 
Elements of this division were probably returning from East Berlin, 

3. Probably an exercise by elements of the 14th Guards Mechanized Division in the area 
north of Trebbin. 
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4. It is believed that elements of the 1st Mechanized Division and of tuo 12th Guards 
Tank Division which had still remained to the Berlin area started leaving Berlin 
for their posts. Numerous movements to training grounds observed to the area of 
the Berlin regional railroad headquarters also indicate that training activity 
has been fully resumed. 

5. Ftosterwalde airfield is the only airfield occupied by IL-28's which has not 
been reported to have been vacated. 

6. It is not definitely clear whether the departing Soviet force was the Sov 
instruction regiment of the VPL. It has been Implied by several sources that the 
policy of placing MiG-15 's under VPL control has been reversed. 
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
